In the up town-streets of New York, 
on pleasant days, what ia called "Hart- 
ford fern" is peddled extensively. It is 
a creeper common in the woods of New 
England, and has only within two or 
three years become an article of sale ; 
but now large quantities are brought to 
this city. The woods in some sections of 
Masachusetts have been completely strip- 
ped. Often the value of the fern grow- 
ing on a single acre of woodland will 
exceed that of an acre of corn, and wood 
lots have been bought at high prices 
solely to control the fern trade. The 
season for gathering these ferns begins 
about the middle ot August and lasta 
till late in autumn. Originally only 
fresh lerns were sold, and those largely 
for Christmas decorations, but the trade 
in the pressed ferns is now by far the 
largest part of the business. One dealer 
keeps many girls at work pressing.

Do not lay out a detailed ' course of 
reading." Probably you would not fol- 
low it, and the moral effect o! making a 
plan and giving it up is injurious. But 
there is another reason for my advice 
WJ*«ti you become interested in a subject 
then is the time to follow it up, and 
lead everything you can get hold of 
about it. What you read when thns 
keenly interested you vill remember and 
make your own, and that is the secret of 
acquiring knowledge ; to study a thing 
when your mind is awake and eager to 
know more. No matter if it leads you 
away from the books with which you set 
out; and if it sends you to another sub- 
ject, so that you never again oi>en tl»* 
original book, so much the better; you 
are eager, you are learning, and the ob- 
ject of reading is to learn, not to get 
through a certain number of books. 

"What we read with inclination," 
said wise old Dr. Johnson, "makes a 
strong impression. What we read us a 
task is ol little use." 

When you read a look that intt rr-'.. 
you, you naturally wish to know more of 
its author. That is the time to make 
his acquaintance. Bead his life, or an 
t of-.y ; jii iu an eucycloi^liu ; look 

familiar with him. Then you Have 
really added something to your 
knowledge. If you fettered yourself 
with a " course," y«u could not do 
this, and before you finished a book, 
you would have forgotten the special 
points which interested too as you weut 
through. 

You think that history is dull reading, 
perhaps. I'm afraid that is because you 
have a dull way of reading it, not realiz- 
ing that it is a series of true and wonder- 
ful stories of men's lives, beyond com- 
parison more marvelous and interesting 
than the fictitious lives we read in 
novels. The first pages are usually dry, 
I admit, and I advise you not to look at 
them till you feel a desire to do so ; but 
select some persons, and follow out the 
story of his life, or some event, and read 
about that, and I assure you, you will 
find a new life in the old books. 

After getting, in this way, a fragmen- 
tary acquaintance with a nation, its 
prominent men and striking events, 
you will doubtless feel anxious to know 
its whole story, and then, reading it 
with interest, you will remember what 
you read. 

But there are other subjects is which 
you may be interested. You wish first 
to know about the few great books and 
authors generally regarded and referred 
te as the fountain-bead of the world's 
literature. It is impossible, iu a little 
** talk " like this, to give definite direc- 
tions for gaining a knowledge of these. 
Needs vary in almost every case, and a 
book that might wisely be selected for 
one girl, might be a very poor choice for 
another. Almost every one can turn to 
some judicious relative or friend who, at 
least, can start her iu a good direction. 
Once started, the way is deligtful and 
easy. There are many entrances into the 
great temple of literature— you need not 
go in by all of them. 

There are many well known and often 
quoted authors, concerning whom you 
will wish to be informed, even if you 
never read their works. You want to 
know when they lived and what they 
wrote. The world of books is too large 
for any one to know thoroughly ; you 
must select from the wide range what 
suits your taste, and be content to have 
an outslde.or title-pagc.knowledge of the 
rest. 

Above all, in your reading you want to 
avoid becoming narrow and onesided. 
Read Doth sides of a question. If vou 
read a eulogistic biography of a person, 
read also, if possible, one written from 
an opposite stand-point. You will find 
that no one is wholly bad, nor wholly 
good, and you will grow broad in your 
views.

At 
the same time I heard distinctly on 
three occasions a low but perfectly rec- 
ognizable sound of a pencil traversing a 
slate, and twice on looking quickly at 
Slade's right arm, the elbow of which was 
visible, while the rest was hidden by the 
table and purporting to be bedding the 
slate, I saw movements from right to left 
and left to right which accorded with my 
hypothesis that he was using his hand in 
writing.

In 1802, having been appointed a gen- 
eral of division, with orders to act under 
general Albert Sidney Johnston, com- 
manding the army of thc Mississippi, he 
took an important part in the two days' 
battle of Shiloh. On the death of Gen. 
Johnston general Bragg was ap|>ointed 
to the command of the entire force, with 
the full rank of general, in which posi- 
tion he conducted a successful cam- 
paign against general Buell, whom, it i 
considered, he outgeneraled. He sub- 
sequently operated in Tennessee, and 
fought the battles of Stone River and 
Murfreesboro. His chief exploit was at 
Chickamauga, in September, 1H63, when 
he inflicted a defeat on the army ol 
general Rosecranz, though afterward he 
was defeated by general Grant. 

This led to his temporary removal 
from command in Januarv, 1SIJ4, and he 
was appointed chief of staff to president 
Davis. In November, 1S|>4, he assumtd 
command of the department of North 
Carolina, but having been defeated at 
Fort Fisher, Washington and Kingston, 
was superseded by Gen. Joe Jehnston, 
with whom he surrendered to general 
Sherman in April, 1865. Since the war 
general Bragg has not been conspicuous 
but has, we believe, resided at Mobile. 
Although his lat«r career in the army 
was not successful, he was held in esteem 
by southern people in general, and many 
confederate veterans will have a kindly 
word for him.

1 1 both there is irsensibility ; but it ia 
easy to awaken a person from sleep 
while it is sometimes almost impossible 
to arouse one from stupor. It is ire 
quently the case in sickness that the |>cr- 
»on lies for several days in stupor, to- 
tally insensible. Though sleep be nat- 
ural and necessary to the languid, meu- 
tal, and corporeal faculties, yet it is often 
brought on by some external cause. 
Heat produces sleep. We witness it in 
the summer season ; it is common to see 
the laborer devoting an hour in the heat 
of the day to sleep. A hea'ed church is 
likely to bring on sleep. Variety, 
whether in sight sound, prevents 
sleep, while monotony of all kinds is apt 
to produce it.

of stimulants. The inebriate desires t< 
recover as much as the neuralgic 
sufferer. The commonly accepted cause 
of the increase of inebriety in America 
is the increase of intemperance ; but 
this is a great error. For fifty years the 
better classes have been growing more 
ana more temperate. There never was a 
time in the history of civilization when 
there was so little excessive drinking 
in proportion to the population as now. 

The fundamental proposition of the 
speaker was that inebriety was in- 
crea-ing, because the higher classes 
— the brain-WOrking classes— were be 
coming more sensitive and nervous. 
We cannot bear alcohol as our 
father could. That functional ner- 
vous disease and nervous sensitive 
ness on which inebriety depends ha- 
beeu on the increase for many years iii 
all the great centers of civilization, but 
especially in America. This is proved 
by four methods of investigation. First 
— By comparing the higher and lowc 
classes of the present day. The major 
ity of the cases of drunkenness; (which 
is a vice and may be cured) are among 
the lower orders — the abjectly poor nnd 
ignorant. The majority of cases of in- 
ebriety are among those men and women 
who are more or less cultivated. In both 
classes, however, the vice may lead to 
the disease. It is foundry observation 
that not only inebriety, but allied ner- 
vous states, are comparatively less fre- 
quent among the literary, professional 
and business classes than among those 
wholivebymanual labor. Hay fever, 
for example, is unknown in the tene- 
ment-house population of New York. 

Second — By a comparison of the pres- 
ent time with'a quarter or half century 
ago, there is pretty general agreemeM 
among good .observers, that our fathers 
did not suffer as we do from a variety of 
n?rvous" symptoms. We are more sus- 
ceptible to'drugs, to tea and coffee and 
tobacco, as well as to alcohol when un- 
adulterated. Third — By a comparison 
of the middle^ages and the few centuries 
preceding the nineteenth century, the 
medkeval epidemics of hysterics and St 
Vitus' dance were phychical not physi 
cal, the result of superstitious and un 
trained minds acting on strong bodies 
and not of nervous exhaustion. Tha 
form of trouble yet survives in the so 
called "servant girl hysteria." Insanity 
as well as inebriety has certainly increased 
since that time, making all allowance 
for deficient observation of those ages 
and the more exteneled philanthropy of 
the present. They have increased during 
the past fifteen years, and out of propor- 
tion to the increase of topulation 
Fourth — By comparing the nervous 
status of woman with that in past time. 
The child-bearing and child-rearing ca 
pacity has diminished. Female ine 
briety, though not so abundant as re- 
ports would have us believe, is yet not 
infrequent both in England and America 
Inebriety and all functional nervous 
maladies and symptoms are more fre- 
quent in the northern part of the Unitoel 
States than in Europe. ThLVis explained 
partly by the degrees of our climate and 
violent alternations of heat and cold, 
partly by our free institutions, and partly 
by the pressing necessities of pioneer life 
It is true that brain workers live longer 
than muscle workers, and that longevity 
lias increased with the progress of civili- 
zation, but for a variety of reasons ner 
vousness is an aid and friend to lon- 
gevity. While inebriety may shorten 
life, yet nervousness, on which inebriety 
de]<end.s, and of which it is the expres- 
sion, may protect the system against

We must 
express our entire dissent from the eulogy 
of this correspondent. So far as we are- 
able to judge from this record Mr. Hayes 
is a man some parts of whose condui t 
may l>e approved, while no part of it can 
lx- admired. We look ii|xiii liTm :us ;i 
mediocre, well intentioiied gentleman, 
who has been lifted by the accidents of 
politics to a position to which he had no 
title founded on personal qualifications. 
He has none of the elements of a great 
and commanding character ; neither the 
breadth of intellect, the force of will nor 
the ascendency over other men with 
which nature stamps a man born for lead- 
ship. He is immeasurably inferior to 
Morton, Blaine, Conk ling and half a 
dozen other republicans that might be 
named in the qualities which fit a man 
for influences over other minds and make 
him felt as a jKiteut force in policies. We 
believe Mr. Hayes to be honest, but not 
more honest than hundreds of thousands 
of citizens who are plain tillers of the soil 
or who gain thoir livelihood by mechani- 
cal skill. He is not eminent as a lawyer, 
was not eminent as a soldier, he made no 
figure in congress as a legislator, and 
there are probably few counties in Ohio 
which could not furnish as useful a gov- 
ernor. We have nothing to say against 
the services rendered in public stations 
by well-meaning mediocrity, but we are 
unable to see that a small man is ren- 
dered great or admirable by a nomina- 
tion for the presidency. 

Our correspondent maintains that Mr. 
Hayes, if elected, will f ree himself from 
party trammels and exercise a noble in 
dei>endence, guided only by justice. We 
wish we could believe so; but we are un- 
able to find anything in Mr. Hayes' ca- 
reer to warrant so pleasing an exj>ecta- 
tion.
